November 22nd. It seemed the con- 
sensus of opinion that we should 
build a nicer building than before. 
With careful planning it seems that 
a big auditorium seating 1,500, 
with Sunday Schcol accommoda- 
tions for 1,200 or more, can be 
built upon the big lot (100 by 175 
feet). We feel God wants us to 
take courage and expect great 
things. After prayer and counsel 
we felt led to pray that God would 
help us to raise $5,000 in cash by 
January ist. We know that would

Antichrist, Christ’s Return

Jews and the Coming Antichrist 

Once Satan tried to enlist Christ 
to rule the whole earth in Satan’s 
‘Name and power but Christ refused. 
Ever since Satan has corrupted 
governments, enslaved the minds 
and hearts of men seeking yet to 
build a world government under 
the authority of one man. -Always 
his power has been limited by the 
foretold plan of God. Rome fell 
as was prophesied in the Bible, di- 
viding into ten kingdoms. WNa- 
poleon, Kaiser Wilhelm, and Joseph 
Stalin all aspired to world-wide rule 
but failed. Yet Satan is preparing 
the way for his great “Man of Sin”

not primarily matter whether the 
rule is by Communists or Fascists, 
both forms of government requir- 
ing a dictatorship, an atheistic, 
godless, selfish dictatorship. And 
these play into the hands of Satan. 
One such man will rise, the Scrip- 
ture says, to rule the whole world. 
Already the world is being pre- 
pared. 


We cannot here take space to 
call attention to and explain the 


many, many Scriptures about such 
a ruler. Briefly we mention a few 
Scriptures. He is clearly pictured 
in Daniel 9:27. A prince is to arise 
from the people that destroyed Je- 
rusalem in A. D. 70, that is, from 
Rome. In Daniel 7:8 this ruler is 
pictured by a little horn coming up 
in the midst of ten other horns on 
a beast. In the inspired expla- 
nation (Dan. 7:16-27), we are told 
that the beast pictures the fourth 
great world empire, Rome. The 
ten horns picture the ten nations 
or kingdoms which followed this 
empire. The little horn then is a 
dictator or ruler who will arise 
among the nations that once 
formed the Roman Empire. This 
dictator is a Roman, will seize 
other nations and finally restore 
the Roman Empire to world-wide 
power, will speak great words 
against the Most High, and shall 
wear out the saints of the Most 
High, and think to change times 
and laws: and they shall be given 
into his hand, until a time and 
times and the dividing of time,” 
that is, for three and one-half years 
(Dan. 7:25). This world dictator, 
after ruling his three and one-half 
times or years, will be overthrown 
“And the kingdom and dominion, 
and the greatness of the kingdom 
under the whole heaven, shall be 
iven to the people of the saints 
of the Most High, whose kingdom 
is an everlasting kingdom, and all 
dominions shall serve and obey 
him” (Dan. 7:27). 

In Revelation, chapter thirteen, 
the picture is taken up again. This 
man appears as the head of the 
Roman Empire during the great 
tribulation period after Christ has 
caught away His saints to meet 
Him in the air. 


But others will | 


have been converted and against 
these converts and against the 
Jews, the Man of Sin will spend 
his mighty wrath and power. 


But we are interested here pri- 
marily in the relation of this wick- 
ed ruler, the Antichrist, and the 
Jews, particularly his persecution 
of Jews. 


First, the Man of Sin will appear 
to be a friend of the Jews. With 
the Jews that are in Palestine, “he 
shall confirm the covenant with 
many for one week” (Dan. 9:27), 
that is, Jews in Palestine will be 
allowed to build their temple again 
and restore their ancient sacrifices 
and offerings and priesthood. This 
may be the first way that the Man 
of Sin will reveal himself. After 
the Holy Spirit who up to now is 
restraining, takes away the saints 


of God, then an Italian dictator - 


will have a mandate over Pales- 
tine and will make a treaty with 
the Jews for seven years, a “week”’ 
in the terms of Daniel’s seventy 
weeks. Sixty-nine such weeks of 
Jewish history has already taken 
place, beginning on the return from 
Babylon and ending after the death 
of Christ (Dan. 9:24-26). Only one 
such week of seven years or seven 
years of Jewish national history in 
their own land, with their own 
priesthood and sacrifices, remains 
before the kingdom of Christ on 
earth.

Jewish Persecution, the Antichrist -—-

But in the midst of this week 
when three and one-half years have 
gone by with peace (as far as the 
Jews are concerned), the Anti- 
christ will suddenly come to Jeru- 


salem. He will enter into the tem.-. 


ple there and commit the “abomi- 
nation of desolation” (Dan. 9:27). 
This abomination of desolation will 
begin the great tribulation time, 
the greatest time of trouble the 
world ever saw (Matt. 24:15, 21). 
He will enter into the temple as 
God, showing himself that he is 
God, and demanding to be wor- 
shipped as God (II Thess. 2:3, 4). 
In fact, he will start out to kill 
all the Jews who will not receive 
him as their God and Messiah. Je- 
sus warns such Jews to flee at 
once to the mountains, and pray 
that their flight shall not be in 
winter when they would suffer 
more from exposure, nor on the 
sabbath day when Orthodox Jews 
would flee only a short way (Matt. 
24:15-22). That will be a time of 
trouble for all the world, a time of 
bloodshed, oppression and war, but 
most of all, it will be “the time of 
Jacob’s trouble.” Jews will suffer 
most of all. None can buy nor sell 
except they have the mark of the 
beast, and Jews will rebel with 
the same fanatical zeal with which 
they rebelled against Rome in A. 
D. 70 when Titus finally took the 
city and 1,100,000 Jews were slain. 
In fact, if God did not raise up 
friends to the Jews and provide 
hiding places for them, not a Jew 
would be left alive on the earth 
during the reign of this terrible 
and wicked Antichrist! Then Jew- 
ish persecution and that latent 
hatred for Israel which is ingrained 
in Gentile human nature, will flame 
into its hottest fire. 


Jerusalem is even now becoming 
again a Jewish city, though Arabs 
bitterly hate Jews and try so hard 
to prevent it. When the Man of 
Sin makes a treaty with the Jewish 
remnant in Jerusalem, the city will 
be strengthened as a whole for 
Jews. But during their rebellion 
when Jews will refuse to worship 
the Antichrist or serve him, he 
will finally decide to sack and ut- 

why destroy the city, calling the 
armies of the world to the battle. 
Most of that thrilling story must 
be omitted here but you can read 
much of it in Zechariah, chapter 
fourteen, and in Revelation, chap- 
ters nine, sixteen, and nineteen. 
There will be an army of two hun- 
dred million horsemen (Rev. 9: 
16), men possessed of devils. Spir- 
its of devils working miracles will 
“go forth unto the kings of the 
earth and of the whole world, to 
gather them to the battle of that 
great day of God Almighty” (Rev. 
16:14). God will have an angel 
to dry up the River Euphrates so 
that the kings of the East, with 
their armies, may be there for the 
mighty destruction (Rev. 16:12). 


Zechariah 14:1 and 2 tell us of 
that great day as follows: 


“1. Behold the day of the 
Lord cometh, and thy spoil 
shall be divided in the midst 
of thee. 

“2. For I will gather all 
nations against Jerusalem to 
battle; and the city shall be 
taken, and the houses rifled, 
and the women ravished; and 
half of the city shall go forth 
into captivity, and the residue 
of the people shall not be cut 
off from the city.” 

Suddenly, in the midst of the 
sack of Jerusalem, the Lord Jesus 
Himself shall return from Heaven 
with all His saints who will have 
been raised or changed and rap- 


tured. And Christ Himself will 
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fight the battle for the Jews. 


Now we read next verses 3 and 


4 of Zechariah 14 


“3. Then shall the Lord go 
forth, and fight against those 
nations, as when he fought in 
in the day of battle. 

“4. And his feet shall stand 
in that day upon the mount of 
Olives, which is before Jeru- 
salem on the east; and the 
mount of Olives shall cleave 
in the midst thereof toward the 
east and toward the west, and 
there shall be a very great val- 
ley; and half of the mountain 
shall remove toward the north, 
and half of it toward the 
south.” 


This battle is also described in 
Revelation 19:11-21. 


“11. And I saw heaven 
opened, and behold, a white 
horse; and he that sat upon 
him was called Faithful and 
True, and in righteousness he 
doth judge and make war. 

“12. His eyes were as a flame 
of fire, and on his head were 
many crowns; and he had a 
name written, that no man 
knew but he himself. 

13. And he’was clothed with 
a vesture dipped in blood; and 
his name is called The Word of 
God. 

“14. And the armies which 
were in heaven followed him 
upon white horses, clothed in 
fine linen, white and clean. 

“15. And out of his mouth 
goeth a sharp sword, that 
with it he should smite the 
rations: and he shall rule them 
with a rod of iron: and he 
treadeth the winepress of the 
fierceness and wrath of Al- 
mighty God. 

“16. And he hath on his 
vesture and on his thigh a 
name written, KINGS OF 
KINGS AND LORDS OF 
LORDS. 

“17. And I saw an angel 

standing in the sun: and he 
cried with a loud voice, say- 
ing to all the fowls that fly 
in the midst of heaven, Come 
and gather yourselves together 
unto the supper of the great 
God. 
“18. That ye may eat the 
flesh of kings, and the flesh of 
captains, and the flesh of 
mighty men, and the flesh of 
horses, and of them that sit on 
them, and the flesh of all men, 
both free and bond, both small 
and great. 

“19. And I saw the beast, 
and the kings of the earth, and 
their armies, gathered together 
to make war against him that 
sat on the horse, and against 
his army. 

“20. And the beast was tak- 
en, and with him the false 
prophet that wrought miracles 
before him, with which he de- 
ceived them that had received 
the mark of the beast, and 
them that worshipped his 
image. These both were cast 
alive into a lake of fire burning 
with brimstone. 

“21. And the remnant were 
slain with the sword of him 
that sat upon the horse, which 
sword proceeded out of his 
mouth: and all the fowls were 
filled with their flesh.” 


Thus the mighty Man of Sin 
will be cast alive into Hell and 
the birds of the air will eat the 
flesh of his armies and Jews will 
be saved from their enemies. 

Jews as a nation will never have 
any prosperity until Christ, their 
Messiah, returns to reign! He will 
deliver them from their enemies 
and restore Israel to favor as His 
chosen nation. Jews will be re- 
gathered to their own land, will be 
wonderfully converted and ‘Christ 
will reign over them gloriously in 
Jerusalem! 


V. The Second Coming of Christ 
To End Jewish Persecution Forever 


How we ought to long for our 
Saviour to come! Every one of us 
were taught to pray, “Thy king- 
dom come. Thy will be done in 
earth, as it is in heaven” (Matt. 
6:10). This prayer does not ask 
for the rapture of the saints when 
Christ will call us out into the air 
to meet Him and take us away on 
our honeymoon in Heaven to eat 
the marriage supper, to stand be- 
fore the judgment seat of Christ, 
to meet our loved ones and stay 
for a time in the Father’s house 
of many mansions. No, this prayer 
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asks rather the return of Christ 
to the earth to reign, when He 
will bring us back with Him, ac- 
companied by all His holy angels. 
Then He will set up His kingdom 
on the earth and reign gloriously 
at Jerusalem. For this blessed king- 
dom, when the will of God will be 
done on earth like it is in Heaven, 
We are taught to pray. 

Of all the blessings of that com- 
ing, one of the greatest is what 
Christ will do for the Jews. 

To New Testament Christians 
has been revealed the mystery of 
the church, the bride of Christ. We 
look, of course, for the midnight 
coming of Christ as a Bridegroom, 
to take away His bride. To Chris- 
tians in this church age Christ is 
to come “as the bright and morn- 
ing star” (Rev. 22:16). We natu- 
rally think more of the heavenly 
mansions than of having authority 
over five cities or ten cities on the 
earth or of reigning with Christ. 
But we must remember that to the 
Jew the outlook is different. 
Throughout the Old Testament the 
emphasis is not on the rapture of 
the saints but on the return of 
Christ a little later to reign on the 
earth. To the Jew, Christ is not 
so much “the bright and morning 
star.”” He is rather, “The Sun of 
righteousness” who shall rise “with 
healing in his wings” (Mal. 4:2) 
for Israel. Christians look for 
midnight and the coming of the 
Bridegroom, but Jews as a race 
and nation look beyond the mid- 
night to the sunrise when their 
Messiah will return to _ reign. 
Christians may long for Christ as 
Saviour and Husband but Jews

look for Christ as Deliverer and 


christ and all the human govern- 
ments that persecute the Jews. In 


all the armies of Gentile world 


Antichrist and his false prophet 
will be sent alive to Hell as de- 
scribed in Revelation 19:11-21. 


Second, Christ will gather the 
civilian population before Him and 
will eliminate the enemies of the 


31-46. All of the civilian population 
who are left alive after the sol- 
diers are destroyed in the battle 
of Armageddon will be gathered 
before Christ and will be divided 
as a shepherd divides sheep from 
the goats. The “sheep” represent 
Gentile Christians who will have 
befriended the Jews during the 
great tribulation time. In that time 
when the Man of Sin will start 
out to kill every Jew and destroy 
every Christian those who are truly 
for Christ will side in with the 
Jews while the persecution rages 
at its hottest. Those who are 
against the Jews will also be 
against Christ and these are the 
“goats” who will be cast out in- 
to everlasting destruction. When 
Jesus says, “Inasmuch as ye have 
done it unto one of the least of 
these my brethren, ye have done it 


.unto me” (Matt. 25:40). He will

(and therefore believers and 
friends of Christ), will be taken in- 
to the kingdom of Christ. 


Third, the Jews themselves will 
be regathered from all the world 
to Palestine. Back in Deuteronomy, 
chapter twenty-eight, the curse on 
the Jews was foretold with their 
dispersion to every nation under 
Heaven and their persecution. But 
Deuteronomy 30:1-6 tells how Jews 
will be regathered to Palestine. 


“And it shall come to pass, 
when all these things are come 
upon thee, the blessing and 
the curse, which I have set be- 
fore thee, and thou shalt call 
them to mind among all the 
nations, whither the Lord thy 
God hath driven thee. 

“2. And shalt return unto the 
Lord thy God, and shalt obey 
his voice according to all that 
I command thee this day, thou 
and thy children, with all thine 
heart, and with all thy soul; 


“3. That then the Lord thy 
God will turn thy captivity,. 
and have compassion upon 
thee, and will return and gath- 
er thee from all the nations, 
whither the Lord thy God hath 
scattered thee. 

“4. If any of thine be driven 
out unto the utmost parts of

This regathering 
of Israel will be when “the Lord 
thy God .. . will return and gather 
thee from all the nations, whither 
the Lord thy God hath scattered 
thee.” It will be at the return of 
Christ. Note also that it will in- 
clude every Jew in every part of 
the world. That Scripture cannot 
refer simply to the Zionist move- 
ment but a supernatural and com- 
plete regathering of every living 
Jew. Note also that they will be 
brought to the land cf Palestine, 
“the land which thy fathers pos- 
sessed.”’ Last and best of all, note 
in verse 6 that God will circumcise 
the hearts of the Jews and they 
will be converted at this regather- 
ing. 

We cannot here record the many, 
many wonderful promises that God 
has made Israel about this regath- 
ering. We suggest that you read 
Second Samuel 7:10; Isaiah 14:1- 
3; Jeremiah 23:3-8; Ezek'el 20:33- 


Lord shall be delivered.”’ That is true 
for Gentiles but it was originally 
written for Jews and particularly 
about the entire nation who' will be 
saved at the second coming of 
Christ. 

“And it shall come to pass, 
that whosoever shall cali on 
the name of the Lord shall be 
delivered; for in mount Zion 
and in Jerusalem shall be de- 
liverance, as the Lord hath 
said, and in the remnant whom 
the Lord shall call” (Joel 2: 
32). 

I wish that I could have seen 
the mighty revival when Israel 
sang the song of Moses and women 
sang and clapped their cymbals led 
by Miriam, on the eastward side of 
the Red Sea when Pharach’s army 
had been drowned. What a revival! 

I have wished I could hear the 
praises when the host of Israel, 
led by Joshua, crossed the flooded 
Jordan and entered Canaan and 
when at the blowing of ram’s horns 
and the shouting of people the 
wells of Jericho fell down! 

I have wished that I could have 
been present when Elijah called 
the people bock to God on. Mount 
Carmel and the fire of the Lord 
fell and the people as one man fell 
on their faces and cried, “The Lord 
He is God, the Lord He is God!” 
That, too, was a revival when 
thousands and thousands of hearts 
turned to God. 

Or if I could have stood on the 
banks of the Jordan River and 
have seen that bearded John in 
raiment of camel’s hair, preach to

Then Zechariah 13:1 will be true, 
that ' 
“In that day there shall be a 
fountain opened to the house 
of David and to the inhabitants 
of Jerusalem, for sin and for 
uncleanness.’’ 

When Jesus was crucified and 
the spear was thrust in His side, 
John 19:37 reminds us, “And again 
another scripture saith, They shall 
look on him whom they pierced.” 
The reference is to Zechariah 12: 
10 where God says, 


“And I will pour upon the 
house of David, and upon the 
inhabitants of Jerusalem, the 
spirit of grace and of suppli- 
cations; and they shall look 
upon me whom they have 
pierced, and they shall mourn 
for him, as one mourneth for 
his only son, and shall be in 
bitterness for him.” 

Compare that Scripture with 
Zechariah 13:6: 


“And one shall say unto him, 
What are these wounds in 
thine hands? Then he shall 
answer, Those with which I 
was wounded in the house of 
my friends.” 

Can you imagine the interest of 
the Jewish multitude when in 
gratitude they turn to see their 
long awaited Messiah and find Him 
with wounds in His hands? Can 
you imagine the grief of heart that 
will seize them when they see His 
wounded feet and the scar in His 
side? Suddenly the mourning and 
repentance will seize an entire na- 
tion and they will mourn, every 
man and every family apart, griev- 
ing over and repenting of the long 
continued sin against their Christ, 
their Messiah, their King. Then the 
blindness that is happened in part 
to Israel (Rom. 11:25) will be tak- 
en away. Then truly “all Israel 
shall be saved,”’ that is, every Jew 
who is left alive will turn to Christ, 
as an old song says, “A nation in 
a day.” Then the mighty promise 
of the pouring out of the Holy 
Spirit as given in Joel 2:28 and 29 
will be fulfilled. If you read that 
second chapter of Joel you will see 


ra clear reference to the armies of 


the Man of Sin, to the battle of 
Armageddon, to the repentance of 
the Jews, the deliverance by the 
Saviour. And the wonderful .chap- 
ter ends with that promise so often 
quoted by Gentiles, that “whoso- 
ever shall call on the name of the 


Judaea, and have seen their re- 
pentance as they were baptized in 
Jordan, confessing their sins and 
looking for the promised Messiah, 
how my soul would have been 
thrilled! 

Or if at Pentecost when 3,000 


were saved in a day and the mighty 
Spirit of God left signs like tongues 
of fire upon the people and devout 
'men out of every nation heard the 


Je-| gospel in their own language, -how 
in Zechariah | 


my soul would exult at the men- 
ory! 

The revivals under Whitfield and 
Finney and Moody and Sunday and 
Torrey — God in Heaven, how we 
need their kind again! Nothing 


ever happened in the hearts of the 


people on this earth as important 
as a Holy Ghost revival. 

But all the revivals this world 
ever saw will pale into the shadows 


'when the Holy Spirit of God is 


poured out on Israel and this 
abused and hated and persecuted 
and blinded people — so long the 
Christ-rejectors, the Christ-haters, 
and so long suffering in their blind- 
ness —- when these all turn to 
Christ and love Him and receive 
Him. Then sons and daughters 
shall prophesy and young men shall 
see visions and old men shall dream 
dreams! Then this world will have 
a real Pentecost of which that in 
Acts the 2nd chapter was only a 
faint type and picture! 

No, God has not cast away His 
people which He foreknew! The 
gifts and callings of God are with- 
out repentance.

nation. God is still their God. They 
will still possess their land Ca- 
naan. Christ is the Seed of David, 
will yet sit on the throne of David 
at Jerusalem. Even yet the law 
must go forth from Jerusalem and 
the Word of God from Mount Zion 
as foretold in Micah, chapter 4. 
Blessed is every one who accepts 
Christ as Saviour and Lord and 
so will come to see that happy day! 


Vi. Jewish Persecution, the Sign of 
Christ's Soon Coming 


The end of Jewish persecution 
will not come until the glorious 
appearing of Christ when He re- 
turns in person with all the rap- 
tured saints and angels. Before 
that time the Christian dead will 
be raised and saints will be 
changed in a moment and caught 
up to meet Christ in the air for 
our heavenly honeymoon. Chris- 
tians look toward that first event, 
the rapture, while Jewish hope for 
relief and regathering and conver- 
sion and national prosperity in the 
land of Canaan unto their King, 
must await the later event, the vis- 
ible, physical, literal, earthly reign 
of Christ. 

However, the persecution of the 
Jews igs a very definite sign of 
Christ’s soon coming for His saints. 
Jesus plainly commanded every 
Christian to watch for His com- 
ing. In Matthew 25:13 He said: 


“Watch therefore, for ye 
know neither the day nor the 
hour wherein the Son of man 
cometh.” 
Also in 

said: 

“Watch therefore; for ye 
know not what hour your Lord 
doth come,” 


Again in Mark 13:33 we read: 
“Take ye heed, watch and 


pray; for ye know not when 
the time is.” 


The attitude of expectancy 
toward our Lord’s return is the 
only proper attitude. We are 
warned that He may come at any 
moment. Many signs are men- 
tioned in the Bible by which we 
may know that the coming of 
Christ draws near. Wars and 
rumors of wars and earthquakes 
in divers places (Matt. 24;6 7; 
Mark 13:7, 8), distress of nations 
and men’s hearts failing them for 
fear, the sea and waves roaring, 
signs in the sun, moon and stars 
(Luke 21:25, 26), the rise of false 
prophets and false religions (Matt. 
24:5; I Tim. 4:1; II Tim. 4:3)— 
all these are gradually increasing 
signs whicn bring exhilarating 
pressure to prove that Jesus must 
come soon. 


Coming events cast their shadows 
before them. The colossal set-up 
of the kingdom of the Antichrist is 
to take place after the rapture of 
the saints. After the Holy Spirit 
ig taken away in the saints, then 
the Man of Sin is to be revealed. 
But the events of his reign are 
so stupendous that some prepara- 
tion is necessary for them. For in- 
stance, the Roman Empire must 
be restored for his brief but ter- 
rible reign of three and one-half 
years (or forty-two months or 
1,260 days). Already we see the 
nucleus of the old Roman Empire 
reforming in Italy under Mussolini. 
Again, the world must be ready for 
a drastic dictatorship under the 
hands of one man and much of the 
world has been accustomed to de- 
mocracy, or at the worst, to a very 
limited monarchy. But now on ev-

ery hand dictators are arising, peo- 
ple are becoming accustomed to 
totalitarian states, as in Russia, 
Germany and Italy. Great emer- 
gencies are rising, unemployment, 
war and want, emergencies that 
demand a strong hand to control 
them. The world is getting ready 
for one great dictator, These things 
that must occur after the rapture 
are casting their shadows before 
and so are signs of the soon com- 
ing of the Saviour. 

Thus it is with the persecution 
of the Jews. Some Jews must be 
in Palestine as a nucleus with 
whom the Man of Sin will make his 
treaty for seven years. There must 
be enough Jews in Palestine to 
build a temple and begin again 
their Old Testament priesthood and 
sacrifices before the Man of Sin 
could commit the abomination of 
desolation by appear.ng in the tem- 
ple, claiming to be God and de- 
manding worship and before he 
could begin his war of extermina- 
tion against rebellious Jews. 

Persecution and anti- Semitic 
feeling is driving Jews back to 
Palest.ne as fast as they can get 
in. This indicates that the time is 
at hand. If the Saviour should 
call us who are saved out to meet 
Him today, we can see how right 
away an Italian dictator could have 
a mandate over Palestine and make 
a treaty with the Jews as is fore- 
told in Daniel 9:27. 


But the persecution of the Jews 
during the great tribulation by the 
Man of Sin, when he will seek tc 
kill every ‘living Jew and literally 
— such 
hate must have deeper roots than 
a passing fancy. There would need 
to be built up in the minds of many 
people a hatred of Jews. Satan 
is now working at this task and we 
may be sure that the orgies of 
persecution in Germany, the grow- 
ing restrictions and mistreatment 
of Jews in Italy, Rumania, Japan, 
and the gradual increase of Jewish 
hate even in America and among 
Christians; is but the working of 


Satan’s plan to build a race-wide” 


and heart-deep hatred against the 
Jews so that the Man of Sin can 
enlist the world in his bloody at- 
tempt to wipe out all Jews. Jewish 
persecution now is but the rumble 
of the storm that is approaching. 
It is but the murmuring that will 
burst into a hellish roar under the 
terrible Man of Sin! To me, the 
most convincing sign I have ever 
seen, indicating that Jesus must 
come soon, is the widespread and 
wicked persecution -of the Jews. 


No man can tell the day nor the 
hour when the Saviour comes, but 
the Saviour said: 

“28. Now Jearn a parable of 
the fig tree; when her branch 
is yet tender, and putteth forth 
leaves, ye know that summer 
is near; 

“29. So ye in like manner, 
when ye shall see these things 
come to pass, know that it is 
nigh, even at the doors. 

“30. Verily I say unto you, 
that this generation shall not 
pass, till all these things be 
done. 

“31. Heaven and earth shall 
pass away; but my words shall 
not pass away. 

“32. But of thtit day and 
that hour knoweth no man, no, 
not even the angels which are 
in heaven, neither the Son, but 
the Father. 

“33. Take ye heed, watch 
and pray; for ye know not

weeks of years there would be an 
end of sin and reconciliation for 
iniquity and the*anointing of the 
most Holy, that is, the Jewish 
King on David’s throne (Dan. 9: 
24). Sixty-nine of those seventy 
weeks of Jewish national history 
have past, ending just after the 
crucifixion of Christ. One week of 
seven years remains but God has 
now called “time out” until Jews 
are back in their land, until the 
Antichrist gives them again a na- 
tional entity by signing a cove- 
nant or treaty permitting them to 
have the temple, the priesthood and 
Old Testament sacrifices and wor- 
ship. Thus after the rapture of the 
saints the Man of Sin will be re- 
vealed (II Thess. 2:7-9), and that 
seven years must run their awful 
course, three and one-half years 
while he attains world power and 
then three and one-half years of 
the great tribulation while he tries 
to kill every Jew and persecutes 
the saints of God.

But individual Jews, thank Gcd, 
can have sweet peace now. The 
Jewish race is now in an agony 
that cries out in the morning, 
“Would God it were even!” and in 
the evening cries out, “Would God 
it were morning!’’ with “trembling 
heart, and failing of eyes, and sor- 
row of mind,” with even the life 
hanging in doubt, just as foretcld 
in Deuteronomy 28:65-67. But 
any individual’ Jew if he will but 
pull the veil from off his eyes and 
seek the Saviour may find his Mes-

said about Moses, “for he wrote 
of me” (John 5:46). Well did 
Simon Peter, the Jewish apostle 
say, 


To him give all the prophets

ness, that through his name 

whosoever believeth in him 
shall receive remission of sins” 

Acts 10:43). 

Dear Jews, 
Micah 5:2 foretold the birth of 
Christ at Bethlehem, Isaiah 9:6 
foretold His birth of a virgin: 
Psalm the 22nd chapter plainly pic- 
tures His crucifixion, and Isaiah 
the 53rd chapter in glowing words 
tells how He atones for our sins, 
how “All we like sheep have gone 
astray; we have turned every one 
to his own way; and the Lord hath 
laid on him the iniquity of us all,” 
and how “he was wounded for our 
transgressions, he was bruised for 
our jniquities; the chastisement of 
our peace was upon him; and with 
his stripes we are healed.”

This is the only way for any- 
body, Jew or Gentile, to escape the 
troubles that are coming on ths 
The horizon of the future is 
black with clouds and God’s wrath 
broods heavy over a wicked, god- 
less world! Perhaps you who read 
this will die in your sins if you do 
not accept this invitation which 
God sends today. Certain itis that 
no one can ever see God in peace 
without personally loving and 
trusting Jesus Christ. Not human 
goodness, not morality, not church 
membership, not saying prayers, 
not faithful attendance at worship 
can attain peace of heart, peace 
with God and eternal salvaticn to 
the soul. The blood of Jesus Christ, 
shed for. sinners, Jews and Gentiles, 
alike, ig God’s only remedy for sin. 

Let me warn every reader now 
by the awful wrath of Gcd not to 
trifle with this matter. It was re- 
jection cf Christ that brought the 
destruction of Jerusalem and the 
temple. After the Jews cried out, 
“Let him be crucified,” and said, 
“His blood be on us, and on our 
children” (Matt. 27:23,25) then 
came the dispersion of the Jews to 
every nation in the world, Jeru- 
salem was tfodden down of the 
Gentiles and the day of vengeance 
began! (Luke 21:20-24). The curse 
of God is on those who reject 
Christ. It is just the same whether 
they be Jews or Gentiles. One is 
not a Christian because he is a 
Gentile; rather, most Gentiles do 
not love nor trust the Lord Jesus 
Christ. And one is not really a 
Jew, the Scripture says, which is 
one outwardly (Rom. 2:28): They 
are true Jews who follow in the 
steps of Abraham, who “believed 
in the Lord; and he counted it to 
him for righteousness” (Gen. 15: 
6; Rom. 4:3). Every Jew who does 
not trust Jesus Christ must die in 
his sins, unconverted, unforgiven, 
unpardoned, unsaved just exactly 
like every Gentile who dies with- 
out Christ. Jesus Christ is God's 
only Saviour for mankind. Will you 
trust Him today and go enter into 
sweet peace and salvation? 

Those who trust Christ will be 
taker away when Jegus comes for 


in your Scripture, | 


His own and will not be left here 
to go into the great tribulation. 
Jews who wish to escape that ter- 
rible ordeal, “the time of Jacob’s 
trouble” (Jer. 30:7), must turn to 
Christ and be taken away when He 
calls out His own to meet Him in 
the air. 

And to Gentile Christians let me 
add this word of warning and ex- 
hortation. I beg you, love the Jews. 
Every prophet of the Old Testa- 
ment was a Jew. God gave the law, 
the Psalms, the prophecies to the 
Jewish nation. Concerning the flesh 
Christ came as a Jew. All the 
apostles were Jews and the New 
Testament, like the Old, wag writ- 
ten by Jews. We Gentile Chris- 
tians are simply wild olive branch- 
es grafted into the Jewish tame 
Olive tree. 

I beg you, never join in any per- 
secution of the Jews. Jews are no 
more guilty of the death of Christ 
than Gentiles. Herod, Pontius 
Pilate and the high priests en- 
tered into the same plan and my 
sins and yours nailed Christ to the 
cross as truly as the sin of any 
Jew. Jesus said concerning Mount 
Zion at Jerusalem and in some 
sense concerning Jews, “For thus 
saith the Lord of hosts . . he 
that toucheth you toucheth the 
apple of his eye” (Zech. 2:8). He 
will bring judgment on the na- 
tions that oppress Israel. Them 
that bless Israel God will bless 
and them that curse Israel, God 
will curse. Remember the solemn 
injunction, “Pray for the peace of 
Jerusalem; they shall prosper that 
love thee” (Psa. 122:6). 

Then the Saviour returns in pow- 
er and glory He will separate the 
Gentiles who are left alive after 


the battle of Armageddon into two | 


divisions like sheep and goats. The 
“goats” will be those who will have 
hated the Jews, will have sided 


with the Antichrist and so will be | 


marked down as the enemies of our 
Lord. Jesus will say to them, “In- 


}asmuch as ye have done it unto 


one of the least of these my breth- 
ren, ye have done it unto me” 
(Matt. 25:40). And the saved will 
have this distinguish’ng mark that

They are hungry-hearted, they 
are beloved of God. God has not 
cast them away! 


May God speed the day when 
Jew and Gentile may be one in 
Christ; when scoffers and lovers 
of wickedness are destroyed and 
when all those who seek God shall 
find Him in Jesus Christ, God’s 
own, the Saviour of Jew and Gen- 
tile alike, when they trust Him 
through the merits of His shed 
blood.
